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Celtic Sojourn

Mark Roberts of Mattapoisett has been playing 
music for over 30 years. But while so many musicians 
were hypnotized by the gyrating fingers and slippery 
vibrato of volcanic rock and roll, Roberts was enamored 
by the rustic and stark intensity of folk music. When 
he was a student at ORR, Roberts was first exposed to 
Irish-influenced music by one of his teachers. In the 
early 1970s, Southeastern Massachusetts University, now 
known as UMass, Dartmouth, often featured regional 
acoustic folk acts. He attended these shows frequently 
and his love for the music grew stronger. 

"The music I was drawn to was the instrumental 
music, which eventually became known as 'Celtic,'" 
Roberts said. "Celtic is really a mix of Scottish, Irish, and 
Welsh influenced music." 

What began as an interest in the music progressed 
into a hobby, and eventually a career as a working 
musician. Roberts plays several instruments, including 
the five-string banjo, Irish flute, tin whistle, and guitar. 
He was a founding member of the American-Irish band 
Touchstone, which was featured on A Prairie Home 
Companion on NPR in 1983. 

He has also had the good fortune of playing to

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an international crowd. Roberts has played in bands in 
Vancouver and toured Sweden with fiddle orchestra, 
Childsplay. But being a steadily employed musician isn't 
easy. 

"It takes a lot of stamina," he said. 

These days Roberts is more of a family man; he 
and his wife Andrea Cooper, who is also a flutist, have a 
five-year-old son. Roberts said he works as a carpenter 
and substitute bus driver in between gigs. 

"It's a much different [music] scene now," he said. 
They were living in Seattle until three years ago when 
they decided to move back to Mattapoisett to be closer to 
Roberts' mother. 

His next gig is at the Zeiterion Theater in 
New Bedford on Saturday, March 17. Roberts will 
be a featured musician at the annual St. Patrick's Day 
Celtic Sojourn concert, organized by WGBH host Brian 
O'Donovan. The two men have known each other 
for over 20 years as O'Donovan was a big supporter 
of Roberts' band. Touchstone. O'Donovan, who also 
organizes the Christmas Celtic Sojourn concert in 
December, has long been involved in promoting Celtic 
and folk music. 

"Brian is great. He acts as sort of a filter for all the 
various music involved in the Celtic genre," Roberts said. 

The St. Patrick's Day show, which has a second 
performance on Saturday, March 24, at the Sanders 
Theater in Cambridge, will feature several musicians 
representing different styles of folk, including Susan 
McKeown, The Bee Eaters, and Michael Brunnock. 
Roberts will be playing in a trio with Tina Lech and Joey 
Arbata.

musician, Roberts loves the town. He lives now in the 
house he was raised in, surrounded by people he's known 
his whole life. His roots can actually be traced back to the 
Tinkhams, one of the first families to settle here. Though 
it may feel out of the way, Roberts does not seem to mind. 

"What's great about being in New England is 
that four hours drive from here is Manhattan. Western 
Mass, parts of Vermont, Boston, Portland, Maine. 1 don't 
have to fly as much as 1 used when 1 lived in the Pacific 
Northwest," he said. 

Roberts current project in the studio is a follow- 
up album to The Gloup, which he recorded with guitarist 
Dan Compton.

After winning the school-wide GeoBee at Old 
Rochester Regional Junior High in February, Winters' 
score on the national qualifying test established him as

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a semifinalist, according to eighth grade social studies 
teacher Steve Kocur. 

"With this achievement he is eligible to compete 
at Worcester State University on Friday, March 30, for the 
state title," Kocur said. 

Although Winters has not traveled beyond the 
U.S. borders, he said he enjoys world geography very 
much. 

"I have an interest in it," he explained, adding 
that his nonfiction reading helps deepen his knowledge. 

Winters described his victory at the ORRJHS 
Geographic Bee as a "nerve wracking" experience (He 
had lost the competition the previous year to a question 
on the Calgary Stampede).

Legal Battle Continues on Asphalt Plant

The construction of a new bituminous concrete 
facility in northeastern Rochester has been delayed 
indefinitely due to a protracted legal battle. 

The project was proposed for construction on 
a 5-acre site off King's Highway within Rochester's 
industrially zoned section of town - and would process 
2,200 tons of bituminous concrete per day. Its controversy 
in part stems from its proximity to two residences. 

On March 5, Benjamin Tymann of law firm Mintz 
Levin - who is representing residential and commercial 
abutters opposed to the plant - filed a 39-page appeal 
to Massachusetts Land Court contesting the Zoning 
Board of Appeal's February 9 approval of Edgewood 
Development's proposed facility. 

The ZBA's decision had upheld the Planning 
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Board's May 24, 2011 affirmative decision on the plant, 
which was later appealed by Mintz Levin. The group 
filing the latest appeal includes Todesca Realty Trust 
(owner of Rochester Bituminous), Willard Realty Trust 
and residents Carol and Michael D'Acci, 
Brandon and Krystle Empey, Emma Galvin, Jeffrey 
Mason, and Sean Somers. 

"As demonstrated by a mountain of expert 
evidence on the issues of property valuation and noise, 
traffic, lighting and visual impacts - presented first to 
the Planning Board then at the Board of Appeals - the 
Edgewood plant will have dramatic and damaging effects 
on each of these four properties and their residents," the 
appeal states.

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According to Mintz Levin, the plant would be less 
than 25 yards from the Mason home (recently acquired 
by William Realty Trust) and 30 yards from longtime 
residents, the D'Accis. 

"If the Edgewood plant is built, it will be a closer 
distance to its residential abutters than any other known 
asphalt plan in Massachusetts," said the appeal. 

The opponents also argue that construction of 
the plant would violate a town bylaw, which states that 
"no such use is permitted which would be detrimental 
or offensive or tend to reduce property values in the 
same of adjoining district." According to Mintz Levin, 
construction of the plant would reduce nearby property 
values "by between 17 percent to 28 percent, or more." 

Timothy Higgins of Edgewood Development 
said he was not surprised by the appeal. 

"This is the third [bituminous plant construction] 
that I've been involved in. . . It's not crazy unusual," he 
said. 

Higgins said he is "confident" that courts will 
rule in Edgewood's favor. 

"We feel we will prevail, we feel the facts in 
our favor," he said. "The fact is that there an existing 
[bituminous] facility with an identical use in the area 
governed by the same rules works in our favor." 

For now, it remains uncertain how long the legal 
wrangling will go on. 

"It could be one year, or it could be three to four," 
he said. "It's very difficult to tell how long the court 
system will take." 

Neighbors Voice Concerns to New Inn Owners 

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting

The owners of the new Inn on Shipyard Park 
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(Kinsale Inn) received a less than warm welcome from 
a group of neighboring and concerned residents at the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen's meeting on Tuesday, 
March 13. Nills Johnson and Andrea Perry, the owners of 
the new establishment, originally attended the meeting 
to transfer the name on the liquor license from the 
Kinsale Inn to the Inn on Shipyard Park, however they 
ended up fielding questions for nearly an hour from 
residents concerned about the noise level generated by the 
entertainment and patrons of the bar 

"We're trying to protect our property," said 
Maureen Butler, whose property abuts the establishment. 
"We shouldn't be victims of one establishment." 

Butler's concerns and questions stem from the

noise levels that are coming from outside the bar as 
patrons are leaving when the bar closes. According to the 
license that was issued to the establishment, patrons must 
leave the bar by 11 p.m. during the week and 1 a.m. on 
the weekends. 

Deanne Girouard, owner of the Mattapoisett Inn, 
also voiced concerns that bar guests are leaving beer cans 
in her bushes, as well as discarded cigarettes, which she 
claims set her porch on fire last year. 

The Selectmen agreed that there have been more 
problems with noise in recent years given the number of 
management changes the inn has seen, however they also 
suggested giving the new owners a chance before ruling 
them out. 

"It's easy to blame a single source of 
differentiation in a given area," said Selectman Tyler 
Macallister. 

"It's not going to be perfect," said Selectmen 
Chair Paul Silva. "Give them a chance." 
Selectman Jordan Collyer proposed to let the new 
owners settle in with the current license and reevaluate 
the situation in a few months. If there continues to be a 
problem with noise, the Board can add conditions to the 
license that would include a noise ordinance. 

"The important thing is to listen to concerns and 
understand the consideration of the neighbors," Collyer 
said. 

If anyone knows the Mattapoisett community, 
it's Johnson, who was born and raised in the community 
and worked at the old Mattapoisett Inn when he was 
in high school. Now, after spending nearly ten years in 
Cambridge running a bar, his goal is to own the current 
Kinsale Inn building and transform it into something new 
while bringing it back to its roots.

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majority of buoys and markers around Taylor's 100-acre 
aquaculture area were inadequate and unsafe. 

Under the new rules, the four major buoys that 
are located in the corners of Taylor's area must have lights 
and must be visible from at least 2 nautical miles away. 
The lights need to flash every 2.5 seconds. Each of the 
corners must be connected by perimeter buoys, which 
must be 75 yards apart, white and have reflective tape. 
The entry buoys must be red and green and at least 24 
inches in diameter. 

Field said it is Taylor's responsibility to make 
sure these buoys and markers are working, and that as 
the Harbormaster he will make periodic checks to make 
sure everything is in order. If a defect is found, Taylor 
will have five days to fix it before further disciplinary 
action is taken. Field told the Board that Taylor has 
until May 1 to fulfill these obligations and that they are 
nonnegotiable. 

The final plans for the North Street 
Reconstruction project should be in place by the end of 
the week. The process would implement a set of drainage 
pipes along North Street from Church Street, beyond 
Captain's Way to the South side of Water Street. 

The pipes will handle the first initial storm water 
that passes through, ultimately depositing it to be cleaned 
in a bleaching area that will be located in a beach area 
parking lot. This new process will help to reduce flooding 
along these routes, and the pre-treatment bleaching unit 
will help to clean water and help prevent contamination. 
The beach portion of the project could be started as soon 
as April 1 so it can be completed by the start of beach 
season. The entire project, however, will take the majority 
of the summer to complete. 

The Marine Advisory Board met with the 
Selectmen for their bi-annual meeting. The Selectmen 
presented a new set of rules and regulations that would 
change the annual votes for officers. Each member of 
the board must sign off on the new rules by the next 
Selectmen's meeting on March 27. 

The Marine Advisory Board also gave an update 
on the ongoing regridding project. Both the Selectmen 
and Marine Advisory Board agreed it is taking longer 
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than expected. 

"We are three years behind where we thought we 
would be five years ago," said Collyer. 

A new launch service for Mattapoisett Harbor 
will be proposed at the next meeting on March 27. 
The Marine Advisory Board will be interviewing two 
companies that are interested in starting a launching 
service. A tentative date for interviewing has been set for 
March 21.

off Route 105. Third-party consultant John Churchill 
reviewed a lengthy list of engineering concerns, but 
by the end of the hearing the developers and Churchill 
indicated that all issues could be resolved. 

Some concerns raised at the first hearing on 
January 26 inched towards reconciliation. In particular, 
the developers had met with Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey and the Fire /Police Departments regarding 
emergency access to the project - leading to some design 
changes. 

Bay Watch engineer Ed Gless said they had 
widened pavement at several points in the site, including 
the main cul de sac, to facilitate the movement of 
fire apparatus. Also the developer agreed to show 
documentation that the proposed 75-foot wooden bridge 
into the project passes the muster of a structural engineer. 

Shippey also signaled a need to identify an 
additional emergency exit route, but Bay Watch would 
require an easement or other agreement with abutter 
Sherman Briggs to make that happen. 

The biggest wild card in the project is the fate 
of the main roadway into the project. At the hearing. 
Selectman Jon Henry spoke of his plans to ask the town 
to make the roadway public. A two-thirds vote would be 
required at town meeting for this to happen. 

"It won't fly in town meeting," cautioned board 
member Betsy Dunn. 

"You may be right, you may not be right. I see it

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as a necessity so that we can exert control over the road, 
including the maintenance, sewer, and utilities," said 
Henry, noting that the town is in the process of taking 
over three sewer systems due to poor management. 

"We need to embrace the project. I think it would 
be better for us get our hands around all the utilities, and 
do so at town meeting," he said. "As far as a burden on 
the town, it's not that big of a deal." 

The logistics of how children at the development 
would catch the bus would be solved if the roadway went 
public. Buses typically do not pick up children on private 
ways, thus the current plan could require them to catch 
the bus on Route 105. Board members had questioned if 
buses picking up children along Route 105 would back up 
traffic and create serious safety problems. 

Ken Steen of Bay Watch said they could reach out 
to the school's bus contractor to arrange for them to pick 
up the kids inside the development - but some members 
on the board felt this would not work. 

"If they come inside, it would solve issue in a 
heartbeat," Steen said. However, Henry said the town has 
an "obligation" to maintain the road. 

Town Counsel Jon Whitten pointed out that the 
roadway could not be taken by the town until it is actually 
built - thus urged Bay Watch to work with the town's 
third-party engineer to ensure they meet the town's 
roadway specifications as much as possible.

could to the town standards given the restrictive nature of 
site and layout. We've done all we can do to get as close 
to standards as we can. That being said, we'll take another 
took at that and see if there are a few things to tweak," 
said Steen. 

Another major outstanding issue was whether the 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community 
Development would consider the project as viable 
affordable housing stock. Bay Watch had originally asked 
to keep all 36 single-family homes non-affordable, but in 
recent months the Selectmen expressed the desire for Bay 
Watch to have at least 25 percent (or eight or nine homes) 
marked as affordable - which is a typical requirement 
of the state. All rentals units at the project would be 
affordable. 

Paul Haverty, counsel for Bay Watch, said that 
DHCD "has not yet given a definite answer" and that 
the agency requested 30 days to respond to this policy 
question. 

"After looking at the big picture, and weighing 
in comments from the Select Board - what we'd like to 
do is offer two units of the 36 [single-family homes] for 
sale at 80 percent of the median income, to allow the town 
to count them towards its 10 percent inventory," Steen 
proposed. 

"If DHCD makes the decision that more units 
would be required, we would obviously provide those. 
We would be willing to accept the decision locally that no 
less than two units be provided," he added. The sale price 
of a single-family home in the project would be $340,000; 
at the affordable rate the price would be reduced by 
$140,000 to cost $200,000, he said. 

"We do have a certain comfort level. We don't 
think they are going to require more than two," said 
Steen. 

Under the advice of Town Counsel, the board 
opted to wait until they hear from the DHCD on the 
matter. Bay Watch had wanted the ZBA to close the 
hearing that night, but Whitten insisted that the board 
give the public an opportunity to weigh in on this aspect 
of the project in an open hearing. 

Whitten also urged the ZBA to ensure

homeowners' documents are fully detailed prior to 
approval. These associations would ensure maintenance 
and upkeep of the grounds, in particular the roads. 

"That is a serious issue . . . All those documents 
need to be in place to make sure the bifurcated project has 
been protected," he said.

Watch already has a plan to allocate costs, with the 36 
homes responsible for 47 percent and the rental units 
responsible for 53 percent of maintenance costs of the 
common roadway, sewer pumping station and utilities.

Wednesday evening, March 7 offered a detailed 
explanation of how a child qualifies under the federal and 
state Special Education Enrollment program. 

Director of Student Services, Teresa Hamm 
provided a flow chart, labeled ProjectlDEAL, which 
illustrated the various phases, from identifying a 
need, referral, evaluation, eligibility for assistance and 
determining services needed to assist in student progress. 
Special education includes children from ages three 
through 22. 

Several attendees asked questions about the 
process, including Mike Canavan who asked about 
services at the junior high school. Hamm referred to 
various handouts and reassured attendees that careful 
analysis is done on a consistent basis to ensure needs are 
addressed. 

In Marion, 74 out of 477 students, 74 (or about 
15.5 percent) require special education services, with 3.1 
percent requiring out-of-district educational services, 
according to Hamm's handout. The topic was being 
specifically addressed due to the increase in services 
shown in the fiscal year 2013 budget. 

In a discussion on the Fiscal Year 2013 budget. 
Superintendent, Doug White reported that he had met 
with the Marion Finance Committee, Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson and the Board of Selectmen and found that 
the town is willing to assist in working out a compromise 
on the proposed shortfall in the level services budget.

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According to Committee Chair Brad Gordon, 
the details have not been worked out and the budget 
subcommittee has yet to review all the information, but 
was "relieved" that the shortfall issue has been greatly 
reduced. 

"We need to see the influence on the budget and 
prepare and propose a revised FY 2013 budget, which will 
include a public hearing prior to our vote on it at the April 
4 school committee meeting," said Gordon. 

According to White, the primary budget drivers 
include contractual obligations for current and retired 
teachers, an increase in the number of students attending 
Bristol Agricultural School and increased special 
education costs.

White said that two Marion students attend 
Bristol County Agricultural High School in Dighton, MA, 
majoring in animal husbandry, which is not offered at 
Upper Cape Vocational Technical School, where Marion 
students go for vocational education. 

White said that he continues to target legislators 
on Beacon Hill to encourage that they support a 
foundation budget that will increase funding to handle 
the ever changing special education needs as well as 
address the increasing health insurance costs that are 
impacting school budgets. 

Principal Lyn Rivet gave her report and said 
that the fourth grade will complete the MCAS long 
composition test on March 20. Other MCAS testing will 
take place on March 27 and March 29. Ms. Rivet reported 
that attendance is steady at 97 percent. 

The board voted and approved Christine Winters 
to represent the school committee on the newly formed 
Special Education Sub-Committee which is looking into 
changing the way special needs funding is distributed 
among the district and four elementary schools in the Tri 
Town. 

The proposed idea is to keep special needs costs 
involving students ages three through sixth grade within 
the individual towns, and pushing the special needs costs 
for grades seven through age twenty-two to the district 
budget. The committee has not met yet, but plan to bring 
any proposals to be voted upon and implemented for the 
fiscal year 2014 budget process. 

Food Director, Caitlyn Meagher discussed 
the food service budget and reported slow but steady 
progress in improving efficiency, lowering costs and 
increasing lunch participation at Sippican School. 
Meagher reported that 41 percent of Sippican School 
students purchased lunch in January of 2012 versus 40 
percent in January of 2011.

and Old Hammondtown will maintain services at a near 
level-funded capacity next year - with no significant cuts 
in programs or staff on the table. 

At the Mattapoisett school committee meeting on 
Monday, March 12, Chairperson Gracinda Knox said the 
$5,752,725 preliminary fiscal year 2013 budget represents 
a 1.05 percent, or $59,882 increase, from FY 2012 levels. 
This budget would encompass $41,297 in increases for 
regular day education and $18,585 in increases for special 
education. 

"It's a one percent increase without any reduction 
to student services," said Knox. She commended 
Superintendent Doug White on his efforts on the budget.

really well." 

Both White and Knox said the budget is subject to 
change - and that the final Old Rochester Regional budget 
could marginally impact the numbers. A public hearing 
on the proposed budget is tentatively scheduled for the 
committee's April 9 meeting - a required step before it is 
up for vote at the town's May 14-16 Town Meeting. 

At the Monday meeting. White and the two 
schools' principals - Rosemary Brown and Matt D' Andrea 
- offered a snapshot of the possible budget and changes 
in Mattapoisett staffing and student population for next 
year. 

The latest numbers - which reflect increases tied 
to contractual obligations and higher curriculum costs for 
new ELA and Science programs - was the result of the 
school committee's ability to whittle down $47,113. The 
committee so far has identified reductions in supplies, 
psychology services, professional development, travel/ 
conferences to bring down expenses, according to White's 
presentation. 

Changes in staff, a reduction in special education 
tuition costs and utility savings all helped keep the 
budget manageable. 

According to the principals' presentation, both 
Center School and Old Hammondtown are projected 
to welcome fewer students than last year, 283 and 209 
respectively. The loss accounts for the potential drop of 
one teacher in both Grade 1 and Grade 6. In Grade 6, 85

School Report 
Preparing for the National Latin Exam 
By Anne Smith 

March 15, 44 B.C. is a date that every Latin 
student at Old Rochester Regional High School knows. 
Referred to by scholars and historians as the Ides of 
March (Roman calendars counted days backwards from 
the fixed Kalends, Nones, and Ides during each month), 
this date marks the assassination of Julius Caesar, the 
infamous Roman dictator. Every year, the Ides of March 
also marks the test date for the National Latin Exam. 

ORR has always offered this unique test-taking 
experience to its Latin students. While the exam's name 
implies that Latin students from the entire country

try their best to answer questions about vocabulary, 
grammar, and culture, it is in fact an understatement of 
the exam's popularity and scope. In fact, Latin students 
from all over the world take the National Latin Exam 
annually. 

The National Latin Exam, which ORR students 
took in the high school's library during first block this 
Wednesday, offers five levels of examinations. These 
range from Introduction to Latin to Latin V/VI. Students 
from the Old Rochester Regional Junior High School also 
take the National Latin Exam; they take Latin I. The track 
that students from the Old Rochester Regional School 
District normally take is Latin I, Latin II, Latin III /IV 
Prose, and Latin III /IV Poetry. 

Each test consists of 40 questions. The first 
portion of the test focuses on grammar. Typically, these 
questions ask for the proper translation of a noun, 
pronoun, verb, adverb, and sometimes conjunction. The 
second portion of the test focuses on vocabulary and 
derivatives in the English language. The third portion of 
test, which typically ends after question 25, focuses on 
the culture of the Romans, as well as their government, 
history, and geography. In order to do well on the 
National Latin Exam, students must have a working 
knowledge of both the language and its speakers. The 
remaining ten or 15 questions involve a translation, which 
students must read, understand, and interpret. Usually 
the translation is prose, although students taking the 
Latin III /IV and Latin V/VI exam may elect to take an 
exam with poetry. 

Usually, the ORR School District pays for the 
exams. However, this year the budget is tight and while 
the school has continued to pay for the registration fees 
and shipping cost of the exams, the students must pay 
the $4 cost of their individual exams. Since students are 
now partly paying for their exams, they have been given 
the choice of whether to take the exam or not. Across the 
board, the number of ORR students taking the National 
Latin Exam has declined. Students were actually able to 
take the exam in the library instead of the cafeteria. But 
the situation is not completely dire; as ORR Latin teacher 
Judith Pretat noted, she has a group of students taking the 
Latin III /IV Poetry exam this year, which is the first time

By taking the National Latin Exam, students 
open to themselves scholarship and award opportunities. 
Every year, the administration behind the National Latin 
Exam analyzes the test scores for the purpose of awarding 
medals and certificates to strong Latin students. Students 
can receive Summa cum laude (gold medal). Maxima cum 
laude (silver medal). Magna cum laude (certificate), and 
cum laude (certificate.) Students who achieve Perfect 
Papers receive a hand-lettered certificate. Students who 
receive multiple Perfect Papers and/ or multiple Summa 
cum laude awards are eligible for different scholarships — 
many of these require recipients to study Latin or Greek 
during their first year of college.

To the editor: 

While budget struggles mount for area towns, is it 
now time for local government to let the taxpayers know 
about the costs for unfunded financial liabilities? 

Several years ago, both the New Bedford 
Standard-Times and the Boston Globe editorialized 
that sick day buybacks alone would bankrupt some 
communities in the future. 

Was anyone listening? 

Sick day buybacks (unpaid sick days purchased 
under varying terms once an employee leaves a 
government position) are just one tiny sector of a 
government's unfunded liability potential. 

Others include shared healthcare costs, even after 
retirement; clothing allowances (in some communities 
called a uniform allowance); longevity payments 
annually, personal days for perfect attendance every six 
months, etc. 

On March 7, 1 was one of a handful of folks 
attending a public hearing on the proposed fiscal year 
2013 budget for Old Rochester Senior and Junior High 
Schools. 

I was curious about unfunded financial liabilities 
and not hearing anything related to this but quite aware 
that seven teaching and custodial positions would go 
imfunded next year asked the question: 

"How much money is in this budget for sick day 
buybacks and what would the liability be if the practice

On the evening of 
Wednesday, March 7, the 
auditorium of Old Rochester 
Regional High School was 
packed with students, parents, 
teachers, and faculty - a 
community gathered to support

Directed by Chris Kentis and Laura Lau. Running time:

Editing, said Stanley Kubrick, is what truly 
sets cinema apart. The medium borrows from other art 
forms — photography, music, theater — but cutting from 
this image to that image, imposing order on time and 
space, belongs to movies (and TV). So it's not surpris- 
ing that only a handful of feature-length "single-take" 
films — with no visible editing — have ever been made. 
Hitchcock's Rope is probably the most famous example, 
but even there Hitch cheated, using clever camera moves 
to camouflage his edits. There haven't been many such 
experiments since, though one of them was 2010's La Casa 
Muda, a Uruguayan horror film, and another is its new 
American remake. Silent House. 

Elizabeth Olsen is Sarah, who accompanies her 
dad (Adam Trese) and uncle (Eric Sheffer Stevens) to their 
dilapidated lake house. It needs a lot of fixing up; the 
power's shut off, the phones are out, and it may as well 
have a sign on the front lawn reading "Ideal Setting for an 
Inexpensive Horror Film." The uncle gets annoyed with 
Sarah's dad and takes off for a while. Sarah hears noises 
upstairs. Her dad goes to investigate; something happens 
to him. There appears to be someone in the house stalk- 
ing Sarah. The movie is shot using only available light, 
too, so half the time we sit in the dark listening to Sarah's 
tortured breathing and crying. 

This is the third collaboration of husband-and- 
wife team Chris Kentis and Laura Lau, who divided hor- 
ror fans in 2004 with Open Water. Many considered that 
minimalist shark-fest dull and repetitive, but I admired its 
sense of futility in the face of uncaring nature. Silent House 
isn't nearly as absorbing. The underlit setting occasionally 
produces unsettling, suggestive imagery, but the tech- 



nique took me out of the movie — I was always looking 
for "invisible edits," the points at which the camera pans 
across something dark, giving the filmmakers a chance to 
cut. We're meant to be stuck right there with Sarah in her 
uncomprehending terror, but it just feels like a gimmick; 
in practice, it might as well be yet another found-footage 
movie. 

It all leads up to an absurd twist ending that, like 
the one in High Tension, raises many inconvenient ques- 
tions. The horror seems to shift from physical to super- 
natural, and then to psychological. Maybe it played better 
when they did it in Uruguay, but the plot contortions feel 
like a cheat. Without spoiling things, let's say that Eliza- 
beth Olsen, a good actress who sustains Sarah's panic, is 
not quite physically plausible as having done the things 
we're to assume Sarah has done. Silent House tries to go 
a long way — "88 minutes of real fear captured in real 
time," claim the ads — on mood and suggestion, which is 
noble, I guess, but I wish it worked. And, again, the film is 
the new Exhibit A to prove why there aren't many single- 
take films. Editing, as Kubrick knew, can do anything; it 
can evoke joy, sorrow, fear. Hitchcock pulled his experi- 
ment off (though people forget Rope did have one visible 
cut for effect), and then never did it again. It's ironic, since 
I usually berate filmmakers for being too edit-happy, but 
purposely doing without the tool that makes cinema cin- 
ema calls attention to itself more than the most rapid-fire 
cutting does.

international bird tour leader, columnist and author.
